Despite an operating loss for the 1980 
Philips League season of $38,248, confidence 
in Newcastle KB United's ability to make a 
bold showing in 1981 is remarkably high. 


And that confidence may well be justified when Newcastle 
meets Canberra Arrows in the first round of the Philips Cup in 


Canberra on Sunday. 


Alan Vest, the KB United 
team manager, noted for his 
refusal to make predictions or 
to be unduly optimistic, openly 
declares that “this is our 
year," 

That, coming from Vest, isa 
prediction of which to take full 
notice. 

Not even the much heralded 
arrival of Tommy Docherty to 
begin his stint as saviour of 
Sydney Olympic or the ecsta- 
tic announcement by Rale 
Rasic that he had captured the 
Yugoslav Olympian, Jovan 
Djordjevic for the Blacktown 
City Club, has disturbed Vest’s 
cool, calm or confidence. 

His confidence that 1981 will 
be KB’s year in the Philips 
League — a forecast he made 
in 1979 — remains paramount. 

“Don’t doubt it. This will be 
our year” he said. ‘‘Our team 
has emerged from its forma- 
tive years and is ready to 
fire.”

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Manny Poulakakis is fuming. 
“Who supports this game of 
ours?’’ he asks. ‘‘The ASF 
people don’t seem to know, 
much less care?”’ 


He is talking about the continuing 
drive to remove from Australian soccer 
all things °’ethnic.*’ 


“We must try to satisfy the people we have. If 
a club name helps to do that, we should be happy 
to use it but it is wrong to impose on the specta- 
tors new names that are repulsive to them. 


‘You cannot change a club’s name overnight. 
It will take our supporters 10 years to figure out 
who are the Gunners, the Warriors, the Rams, 
and the Giants. 


“Hellas is Hellas to the people who support the 
club; Alexander is Alexander. 


“They pray for goals just so they can chant 
their club's name. 


“Tt is ridiculous to expect the non-converted to 
come over to soccer because the clubs suddenly 
have new names. 


“If people get their enjoyment from following 
Australian Rules football or Rugby League, why 
should they even think about switching to soc- 
cer? 


‘In trying to lure such people to our game, we 
are running the risk of alienating the people we 
already have. For every five new ones we at- 
tract, we may lose 20 and let’s not forget that 
every time we lose even one supporter, we prob- 
ably lose his family and maybe one or two of his 
frields as well. 


“The big Greek and Italian clubs are success- 
ful because their supporters want those clubs to 
be what they are. The ASF and the State Feder- 
ations must respect that instead of trying to 
change it.” 


It is Poulakakis speaking his mind, as he always 
does when he feel there is a wrong to be righted. He 
always has been able to afford a certain amount of 
controversy because he offsets it with charm and di- 
plomacy, the two qualities that make him the great 
survivor of soccer coaching. 


He rolis with the punches and keeps on boun- 
back. He’s had his share of sackings, he’s 
ed out more than once over rows with com- 

mitteemen, yet the clubs that cause him the 
most heartaches keep on calling him back. 


ft the moment, for example, he’s with the 

Warriors” (Heidelberg Fitzroy United Alexan- 
Ger) for no less than the third time! Similarly, 
he’s been back and forth to South Melbourne 
Hellas and Juventus. 


During his 20 years of coaching in Australia, 
Poulakakis, 58, has won championships and Cups 
galore, experienced the boom of the early sixties 
and the euphoria of the first Philips League sea- 
son. 


He saw support for the State Leagues dwindle 
and now bears grim witness to their lingering 
death.

“When the big clubs went into the Philips Lea- 
gue, the State Leagues were left on their last 
legs,” he said. “Now they are getting progres- 
sively worse. What they need is new initiatives. I 
would like to see the top two or three State being 
brought into a new, national ‘B’ league. 


“But the Philips League itself shouldn’t sit 
back smugly and brag of its great achievements. 
In fact, the league has lost momentum since its 
inception in 1977, and crowds have dropped 
dramatically. I would like to see more top-class 
guest players being brought out, as they were 
earlier when we saw colm Macdonald, 
Charlie George, Ray Clemence, Ralph Coates, 
and the Red Star players, Borovnica and Nikitov- 
ic who played for J.U.S.T.” 


Whether club soccer can inspire greater public 
support depends partly on the fortunes of the 
Socceroos. If they qualify for the 1982 World Cup, 
the publicity and general excitement will rub off 
onthe clubs. If the Socceroos are eliminated, the 
gloom will be all-pervasive. 


Poulakakis plays the diplomat as he talks 
renee the Socceroos and their coach Rudi Gut- 
endortf. . . 


“Rudi is not a miracle man. He find it 
very hard to counter the millions spent by 
Kuwait, ran bose other countries that are trying 
to get to the World Cup finals,” he says. | 


‘We have the material to have a good side but 
maybe not good enough to get as far as the finals. 
If we don’t, we will have to pick up the pieces and 
try again, with even better organisation, more 
stability in the team and more camps. 


“In assessing Rudi Gutendorf you must first 
ask what his objectives are. If his prime object- 
ive is to lay sound foundations for the future by 
bringing up young players, then he certainly is 
succeeding but if his objective is to qualify for 
the World Cup, then maybe there are too many 
good players that do not figure in his plans. 
Sometimes his objectives tend to contradict each 
other. However, I never have talked with him 
about these things.”” 


Although Len McKendry is gone, his influence 
remains among the Heidelberg players who 
basked in grand final victory with him last year. 
McKendry and the committee couldn’t come to 
terms for the 1981 season but the players were 
sorry to see him go. It has been a major problem 
for Poulakakis these past weeks. 


“At the beginning there were the politics to 
overcome, which I hated,” he says. 


“Now, however, we are all on good terms. 
There should be no room in the game for these 
things. I appreciate a player being grateful to the 
coach who has helped him to improve, but not to 
the extent of being disloyal to the club. 


“I did not seek McKendry’s hob. My ethics 
would never allow me to do that. It was the club 
that offered me the job. If I hadn’t accepted, 
someone else would have, and from what the 
committee tells me, it would not have been 
McKendry. I have explained this to the players 
and they understand it. Everyone is being co- 
operative which is, of course, the most import- 
ant requirement. Without harmony you cannot 
have success. 


“I have told them that the team makes the 
stars and not vice-versa.and they understand 
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that. They are very, véry talented players. In 
fact this is one of the finest teams Australia ever 
has had. Most teams have one or maybe two 
match-winners, this one has perhaps eight. 


‘‘All I am trying to do at the moment is to get 
the midfielders to move forward more. The stri- 
kers of course will be close marked, so I want 
them to go forward, create space, then drop back 
quickly and let a midfielder get in there. We are 
working a lot on shooting at goal by the mid- 
fielders. 


“My biggest problem is going to be who to 
leave out. Ken Taylor, who was on the bench last 
year, is too good to stay out. Maybe-we could use 
four midfielders in away games, and three at 
home. We’ll see.

“I think we have a chance to win the 
championship. It depends on whether the players 
put in every ounce of effort and on a bit of luck. 
Injuries can wreck any team.” 


Having coached not only in Melbourne but also 
in Sydney, Poulakakis has dealt with many of the 
truly great players who have adorned Australian 
soccer. Asked to name an all-star selection of 
players he has coached in club or State teams, he 
came up with the following: 


Willie Schroif (Slavia) — Arthur McMillan 
(Heidelberg), Dick van Alphen (Hakoah, Vic), 
Andreas Rousis (Sth Melb Hellas), Jim,Tansey 
(Heidelbergs— Gergy Chaldi (Hakoah, NSW), 
Adolf Blutsch (Hakoah, NSW), John Margaritis 
(Sth Melb Hellas) — Archie Campbell (George 
Cross), Mike Jurecki (Slavia, Polonia), Rafi 
Levy (Hakoah, NSW(. 


The Hakoah (NSW) which he coached in the 
early sixties still ranks as the greatest he has 
seen in Australia’ Poulakakis says. The greatest 
player is more difficult to pin down, but John 
Margaritis is strongly among the candidates. 


“‘Margaritis was 10 years ahead of his time 
when he was playing for Hellas in the sixties,” 
Poulakakis says of the present-day Hellas coach. 
“He was the complete soccer player — a great 
shot with both feet, good in the air although he’s 
fairly small, extremely shrewd, and he could 
play equally as well in any position — despite a 
painful stomach ulcer which worried him during 

“that period,” 


Schroif, van Alkphen and Jurekci played in the 
Victorian State team which, under Poulakakis’s 
guidance, lost only one game in the two seasons 
1963-64. That was against NSW in pouring rain. It 
was 2-2 with three minutes to go. Winger Archie 
Campbell got away on a through ball and with 
only the goalkeeper to beat, he kicked a puddle 
instead of the ball. NSW counter-attacked and 
Herbert Ninaus scored the winning goal, his 
second of the match. 


Among Poulakakis’s State players was Rale 
Rasic of J.U.S.T., later to become national 
coach. 


“‘Rasic was not a scientific player but he was 
rough and destructive and good in the air. He 
could also read the game well,’’ Poulakakis re- 
members. But he did not go forward. The attack- 
ing full back was not in vogue in those days.” 

Similarly, no-one talked about “‘systems”’ 
then. Most of the teams played the orthodox for- 
mation, and it came as a shock to the people at 
South Melbourne Heilas when Poulakakis 
reorganised the team into a 4-2-4 line-up back in 
1962, with Ted Smith and Papadopoulos playing 
as the two midfielders. 


But let’s go back to where it all began, That 
was in Port Said, Egypt, when Emmanuel Pou- 
lakakis, then 16, was promoted to the senior 
team of Hesperia. He was born on Crete but had 
come to Egypt at the age of four with his family. 
His father, Giannis, became a successful rest- 
auranteur in Port Said. 


Poulakakis was a goalkeeper, so talented that 
at the age of 17 he was chosen for the representa- 
tive team of the Suez Canal area. In 1948 he 
moved to Paris to play for Red Star de Paris, 
which had the great Helenio Herera in midfield. 
The same year he was offered Egyptian nation- 
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yames in London but he refused, preferring to 
‘etain his own nationality. “I was stupid,” he 
ays today. “I passed up a wonderful oppor- 
unity.”” 


He played also for Port Fouad before joining 
the Suez Canal Company as an employee and to 
lay for its soccer team. He became coach of 
that team as it was promoted from the Second 
Division to the national league. One of his fond- 
ast memories is of his Suez team beating AEK 
Athens in Athens 2-0 during a tour of Greece, 
Turkey and cyprus. 


“Con Nestoridis, who later joined Hellas, 
played for AEK for the first time that day,” he 
says. “‘In fact, AEK asked me for permission to 
use Nestoridis who was required to stand out of 
soccer for a year before he could transfer offi- 
cially from Panionios to AEK. Watching him at 
the time, I remember likening Nestoridis to that 
a French forward, Raymond Kopa. He was 
brilliant.” 


At the end of the fifties, many of the 250,000 
Greeks in Egypt started to emigrate — to 
Canada, South America, and in Poulakakis’s 
case, to Australia, in response to an offer from 
Sydney club Auburn. 


Poulakakis had gained an FA coaching 
certificate in England in 1958. Auburn appointed 
him coach and also signed goalkeeper Paraskos 
Trimeritis who had played more than 50 inter- 
national games for Egypt. 


“‘At the beginning, we did well. We were un- 
beated after seven games,” he says. ‘‘But 
Trimeritis was injured and he wasn’t playing. 
Eventually, the committee and the supporters 
demanded to see this goalkeeper for whom they 
had paid quite a lot of money, so after three or 
four nights of hard training, I put him in. We 
were leading 2-0 at half time but in the second 
half Trimeritis came out and missed three 
crosses and we lost 2-3. 


‘‘After that a group of the English players 
went to the committee and said they wanted the 
Greeks out, so both of us were sacked. The lan- 
guage barrier didn’t help. My English wasn’t 

ood at all — only what I had learned at school. 
n there was the credit squeeze, and the fact 
that I couldn’t get a job. My wife was still back 
home in Egypt and I was miserable. I was all set 
to go back when Hakoah made me an offer.

“There had been a disagreement between the 
club and player-coach Karl Jaros, so they hired 
me. I made a few changes — like making Peter 
Hrncir a deep-lying centre forward, and shifting 
Hume ha midfield to attack, and it all worked 
out well. 


A delegation from South Melbourne Hellas 
came to Sydney in 1962 to lure this remarkable 
new coach to Middle Park. They made him an 
offer too good to refuse — Including fares for his 
family to come out from Greece — and the club's 
confidence in him was justified when Hellas won 
the Victorian State League championship that 
year. 


_ APIA was the best team in Sydney at the 
time, but we thrashed them 6-1 and the following 
week we beat rh oe Austral 10-4, We went on to

Canterbury.” 


He leeft Hellas in 1964 because the committee

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had to present my team selection to the manager — 
every Friday night so I said rubbish and I left. 


“George Cross signed me straight away. They 
had already qualified for the Australia Cup se- 
ries, and we went on to win the Cup by beating 
APIA 3-2 in the final. About 18,000 people turned 
up to see the game at Olympic Park, It was 2-2 
after full time and it was anyone’s game. Near 
the end of extra time, Don Hodgson pulled a mus- 
cle, so I moved him from the middle to the wing 
and brought Archie Campbell from the wing to 
the middle. Straight away, Campbell got clear on. 
a long ball, beat the APIA centre back, Fil¥ 
Bottalico, and scored the winning goal. The 
Maltese fans poured onto the pitch. There was a 
big celebration.” ;

Sydney club Pan Hellenic signed Poulakakis in 
1965 and the man who composed his contract was 
none other than Arthur George, now Sir Arthur 
George president of the ASF. 


‘A cunning fellow, a terrific businessman,”’ 
Poulakakis says’ 


But Pan Hellenic had no success that year, 
despite the presence of Poulakakis and brilliant 
midfielder John Sanchez from Slavia. ‘“The club 
had 25 players on the payroll,” Poulakakis 
chuckles. ‘Everyone wanted to play every week 
and those who were left out would barrack for 
the opposing team, so they could have a game the 
following week. It was a shambles.” 


So he returned to Melbourne to take over 
Hakoah (Vic) in 1966. John O'Neill, Dick van Al- 
phen, Hugh Murney, Alan Stenhouse, Keith Fry, 
George Keith and Jim Armstrong were at 
Hakoah then, and under Poulakakis, they won 
the Dockerty Cup and finished third in the 
championship. 


It was a disagreement over team selection 
that caused him to quit and move on to Juventus 
the following year, 1967. There he objected to 
having to share his selection duties with a club 
official, so in 1969, he found himself back at Hel- 
las, where he promptly won the Ampol Cup.

THEY call him ‘‘Kalle’’ for short. That's be- 
cuase a name like Karl-Heinz Rummenigge Is 
a mouthful even by German standards.” - 


He is the new European Footballer of the Year, and 
surely the first former bank clerk to ascend that throne. 

Now he rakes in honours the way he used to stack 
up bank notes. . 

But no decoration offers him greater satisfaction that 
the vice-captaincy of West Germany. And there’s tlie 
assurance of full captaincy when Bernd Dietz, who is 
almost 33, steps aside. 

What a smack in the eye for Franz Beckenbauer, 
Germany’s most renowned ex-captain, who said years 
ago: ‘“‘“Rummenigge will never be anything special.”’ 

Franz had not foreseen the 28 League goals that Rum- 
menigge scored last season for Bayern Munich or the 
two-footed mobility that led Germany to the European 
Championship last summer in Italy. 

Beckenbauer never imagined a day when Rummenig- 
ge, an apple-cheeked country boy, could say seriously: ‘I 
cannot accept Maradona as a better striker until he 
proves it to me on the field.”’ a 

Diego Maradona, the magical meatball, did not prove _ 
superior when Argentina beat,the Germans 2-1 in Uru- a 

uay. 
i Shumeniees kept Argentina on the hop but the 
Gemans settled too early for a night in the trenches and 
their lead was wrenched from them. 

He left the field without back-slaps or shirt changing. 
Defeat is something he cannot accept lightly, and he has 
been fighting the odds ever since forsaking his bank 
counter for football at 18. 

He was one of the greatest bargains of the 1970s — 
signed for a $2400 donation to an amateur club and paid 
only $80 a week. 

He says: ‘‘Beckenbauer was the Kaiser when I joined 
Bayern. In fact, they were all Kings. The car park was 
full of Porsches and Mercedes and I was rolling up in an 
Ancient Volkswagen which I did not even own.

The Italians and Spaniards would entice Rummenigge 
away tomorrow, given any encouragement. But he des- 
pises their violent, defensive football and says: ‘I don’t 
want to play in a bullfight.”’ 

He is turriing down millions but there is no need to pass 
round the hat for 25-year-old Rummenigge. He earns 
$400,000 a year with Bayern and as much again form 
an insurance company and personal promotions. 

‘‘What is more, I am going to keep it,”’ he says. ‘‘I am 
good with money and do not want to be one of those - 
players who lose their savings.” 

Yet he would discard the cash, hand back the European 
trophy and tear up the house plans in exchange for a win- 
ning goal here against the Argentinians. 

That was the story written on his stern, blonde face. It 
said that next year in Spain the world champions are 
going to hear again from Herr Rummenigge.

by most managers in the 
game, One top coach, who 
watched Third Division Ply- 
mouth shortly after he took 
over for his second spell said:

But that talent has seidom 
been recognised by the men 
who employ Allison, the club 
chairmen who are impatient 
for instant success.

The decision by the Eng- 
lish Football Association 
not to send a team to the 
Mundialito, or Copa de 
Ora, the competition held 
in early January in Uru- 
guay between all previous 
winners of the World Cup, 
was bad-mannered, hy- 
pocritical and short-sight- 
ed. Whilst the decision not 
to attend seemed to go 
against England’s perpetu- 
al and publicly stated 
claims to be considered 
among the world’s foot- 
balling elite, on a practical 
level it was typical of Eng- 
lish behaviour in the past. 

The English always have re- 
garded themselves as the best 
when it comes to soccer. They 
did, after all, sinvent the 
modern game and they did 
take it to many parts of the 
globe. It took a home defeat in 
1953, at the hands of Hungary, 
to dent this belief in their own 
superiority. (It has suffered 
many a dent since then.) 

The belief did not die, how- 
ever. It continued to manifest 
itself in a number of ways. 
England refused to take part 
in the World Cup until 1950; 
English clubs did not enter the 
European Cup until the late 
1950s (and even then it was 
against the wishes of the Eng- 
lish controlling authorities); 
foreign football was given 
scant coverage in the English 
Press, even when English 
teams played friendlies 
against foreign opposition. 

And now we have this bad- 
mannered snub towards Uru- 
guay, the host for the Mun- 
dialito, towards the other par- 
ticipating nations, and towards 
FIFA, which sanctioned the 
tournament.

elite was issued, she rejected 
it. Now, when England ac- 
tually was approached and in- 
vited to join a select group of 
the world’s best, that is, all 
previous holders of the World 
Cup, England refused! The 
decision was nothing short of 
sheer stupidity. The English 
authorities once again have re- 
garded the English League as 
more important than an elite 
world competition, one offi- 
cially recognised by FIFA, and 
one taken seriously by the 
competitors, as evidenced by 
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the large number of managers, 
coaches, officials and journa- 
lists from around the world 
who attended. 

In the past, whenever Eng- 
land failed to qualify for a 
World Cup competition, she 
made a great fuss about how 
the series would not quite be 
the same without the presence 
of the England team. 

Foreigners have even been 
induced to concur (were they 
just being polite?). 

1 am reminded of Brian 
Moore’s suggestion that the 
German public would regret 
England's absence and that 
the series would be so much 
the poorer because of it. 


This sort of English claim 
will be difficult to sustain in 
the future because of Eng- 
land’s action. She has had her 
chance to be with the elite and 
she has rejected it. In future 
she will have to earn the right! 


In boycotting the Mundiali- 
to, England has displayed a re- 
markably short-sighted ap- 
proach towards her own 
soccer development. As well 
as losing credibility and pres- 
tige in world soccer circles, 
something that will be very 
difficult to regain, especially if 
England once again fails to 
qualify for the World Cup, she 
has lost the chance to study 
some of the world’s best teams 
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team, while Juventus goalkeeper Dino Zoff tries fn vain to stop him. 
The game ended 1-1. Roma heads the table. |

This is an important chance 
missed, especially since Eng- 
land is involved in a qual- 
ifying competition herself. The 
Mundialito has superior in 
standard to the 1980 European 
Championships, in which Eng- 
land took part but failed. 

England’s refusal to take 


part in the Mundialito is diffi- 
cult to reconcile with her con- 
tinual plea to be recognised as 
one of the world’s elite soccer 
powers and yet, the refusal to 
participate conforms with past 
English practice and it con- 
firms that English insularity, 
despite the presence of numer- 
ous foreign players in the Eng- 
lish League, is alive and well. 

England still does have a su- 
periority complex. If England 
once again finds herself in the 
rearguard rather than the van- 
guard of world soccer, as she 
first did in 1953 and has done 
‘on numerous occasions since, 
she will have only herself to 
blame. 

Little sympathy can be ex- 
pected from the rest of the 
world. England will, from now 
on, have to earn the right to 
mix it with the elite. This in- 
cludes the World Cup which 
will be held in Spain in 1982, 

Judging from England's at- 
tempts in past years to quali- 
fy, having to earn the right to 
compete is always so much 
harder than being invited.

With the soccer season starting very shortly, I thought it would 
be appropriate to write about a part of the soccer game which is 
often neglected if not in some cases completely ignored. 

It is a most essential part of most sports and should most 
certainly be included in a soccer team’s preparation whether it be 
on training night or perhaps even more importantly before a 
match. I am of course talking about the warm-up. 

A warm-up is not five or six balls thrown on to the playing 
pitch, with players knocking these balls at full power for 30 or 
more yards. 

Nor is it five or six players hitting balls hard at a goal-keeper 
who at full stretch is trying to save as many shots as possible with 
sometimes three or more balls hitting the net at the same time. 

This is what I would call a bad warm-up and will only induce 
fatigue or even injury. 

We do also watch teams come onto the ground ten minutes 
before a game, where some of the players will do a few half- 
hearted stretches and perhaps a few short sprints, while the rest 
are pushing a soccer ball around between them, quite a nice little 
performance for the crowd but certainly not a warm-up. 

So what is a good warm-up? 

Well, I can only tell you what I think is an ideal warm-up and 
that is a warm-up which leaves your players fresh and alert, 
ready to perform at top speed in a match, and don't forget that 
the ae 15 minutes of any match can be very vital to the final 
result. 

As to what kind of warm-ups to use in your club, I would never 
attempt to tell you that mainly because there are so many differ- 
ent types of exercises that one could write a book about it, but if 
you cover the streches of muscles in the following order you can’t 
go wrong: 

Quadraceps; Hamstrings; Calf; Abductors; Abductors and 
a Trunk Rotation; Arms and Shoulders and finally a Neck 
‘roll. 

Combine this with some ball work and you should come up with 
a pretty good warm-up routine, which should leave your players 
physically and mentally alert, and it will certainly decrease the 
risk of injuries during their match. 

I also believe that even though it may not be essential for very 
young boys to do too many warm-ups, it certainly won't harm 

them and can only leave them with a good habit for later on in 
their soccer career.
